[Detailed explanation of a design] 
[0001] 

[Industrial Application] 

This design is related with a base every portable type for performance equipments. 
[Description of the Prior Art] 

Carrying out making atmosphere, karaoke accompaniment etc. in the hall from before, as it is the case where the music 
performance by the player is needed at various kinds of event thing halls etc., for example, both the automatic 
performance by various audio equipments and the synthesizer performance performed by the player are typically 
performed in a nuptial wedding reception venue is carried out 
[0002] 

When performing such a music performance, it places only for [ for laying the performance equipment constituted by 
connecting a sequencer with two keyboards and a small loudspeaker at least to the mixer equipment connected to the 
loudspeaker currently installed in the hall ] performance equipment, and the base is used conventionally 
[0003] 

While this kind of former places, welding etc. constitutes a base for example, using an iron pipe etc., it sets up and down, 
and is placed, a base is prepared, respectively and two keyboards (synthesizer) are laid in each what connects 

and uses a keyboard and various kinds of audio equipments for a case to the mixer by which built-in fixation is carried 
out in one is common. 
[0004] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Device] 

However, there were a trouble which spoils a fine sight remarkably as a result of being outside exposed of the front 
portion in which it is the portion which faced the hall side and the codes of each device are wired especially, since the 
above places and the base is constituted as mentioned above, and a trouble that expansive use could not be performed 
since an audio equipment is placed for making additional connection further and the base is not prepared. Furthermore, 
when moving to a warehouse etc. after a performance, it had to carry apart from a player's chair, it was troublesome, 
and since the small loudspeaker was being projected and fixed to both sides, there was a trouble of taking the 
occupancy area at the time of receipt too much. 
[0005] 

Therefore, it aims at offering a base every [ which this design is made in view of the above-mentioned trouble, and is 
excellent in the fine sight on appearance, and makes additional connection of the audio equipment further, and can 
perform expansive use ] portable type for performance equipments. Moreover, it aims at offering a base every [ which 
can carry with a player's chair when moving to a warehouse etc. after a performance, and enables the receipt of a small 
loudspeaker inside, and does not take the occupancy area at the time of receipt too much ] portable type for 
performance equipments. 
[0006] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] 

In order to solve an above-mentioned technical problem and to attain the purpose this design The performance 
equipment constituted by connecting a sequencer with two keyboards and a small loudspeaker at least to a mixer, The 
pedestal which is a base every [ which lays the chair for a performance ] portable type for performance equipments, and 
comes to have an axle-pin rake for movement the both-sides face-plate member arranged from the upper surface of 
this pedestal, and a front board — with a base every [ which it comes to fix in the upper part of a member, and lays the 
aforementioned mixer ] lower part It is characterized by providing a base every [ which is prepared in a base and the 
upper part of the aforementioned supporter material every / which is prepared in a part in the middle of the supporter 
material installed in the upper part from a base every lower part of this, and this supporter material and lays the one 
aforementioned keyboard / lower part and lays the one aforementioned keyboard ] upper part 
[0007] 

moreover — while forming the wall surface section for fall prevention of the aforementioned keyboard at the edge of a 

base with a base preferably every aforementioned upper part every aforementioned lower part — the aforementioned 

both-sides face-plate — it is characterized by preparing the hold section which holds the aforementioned small 

loudspeaker in the rear face of a member 

[0008] 

[Function] 

Without not ****(jng) outside but spoiling a fine sight by the above-mentioned composition, since the codes of each 

device are covered by a both-sides face-plate member and the front board member, an audio equipment is placed for 

making additional connection furth r, and various d vices are further laid in a base, and it works so that expansive use 

can be performed. Moreov r, wh n moving to a warehous etc. after a performance, it can carry with a player's chair, 

and a small loudspeaker is built in, and occupancy area at the tim of receipt is lessened.

[Example] 

Below, with reference to an accompanying drawing, it explains per example of this design. First, drawing 1 is the left 
lateral view which laid the performance device in th base 1 very [ concerning the exampl of this design ] portable 
type for performance equipments. Moreover, drawing 2 is the appearance perspective diagram which looked at the busy 
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In both drawings, the chair 21 quipp d with the function in which height adjustment is possible according to a player's 
seated height is laid on the chair pedestal 20. It is the pedestal 2 which arranged th axle-pin rak s 3 and 4 for 
movement in four corners succeeding the upper surface of this chair pedestal 20, and the pedestal 2 with the same 
height as the chair pedestal 20 is constituted using the board member which has predetermined thickness and rigidity 
[0011] 

moreover, the both-sid s face-plate from the upper surface of this pedestal 2 — am mber 5 and a front board — 
while it is fixed so that a member 6 may become the shape of a character of abbreviation "KO" to a pedestal, and part 
for a part of a player's foot enables it to infiltrate, the base 8 is being fixed equipped with the level installation side for 
laying an audio equipment besides mixer equipment 30 on this every lower part and the board for being the bandage 
board 7 and hiding wiring codes besides the above-mentioned mixer 30 in the hall side of a base 8 every lower part of 
this, — the member 7 is being fixed 
[0012] 

On the other hand, while it is fixed in the position of symmetry so that the whole equipment may be bisected exactly, 
and the supporter material 10 constitutes the accent on a design from abbreviation core grade of a base 8 towards the 
upper part ahead of slant like illustration every lower part In order to lay one of the keyboards 31 put on the lower berth 
in a part in the middle of this supporter material 10, the base 9 is being fixed every [ which formed tapetum 9a for fall 
prevention at the circumference marginal part ] lower part every [ moreover, / which is a base 1 1 every / which carried 
out continuation formation of the tapetum 1 1a which carries out fall prevention and lays the 2nd keyboard 32 in the 
topmost part of the supporter material 10 at periphery grade / upper part, turns a keyboard 32 to a player side like 
illustration, and is inclined and laid a little ahead / slanting ] upper part — a base 1 1 — fixation — a hole — it is fix d to 
the three-stage in 10a, and the visual field from a player enables it to arrive on a keyboard moreover, music stand 32a 
fixed above the supporter material 10 free [ attachment and detachment ] — it is — a foot — music stand 32a 
equipped with 32b is prepared, and it is constituted so that an eye may arrive to this 
[0013] 

next drawing 2 — setting — a both-sides face-plate — after the small loudspeaker 36 is fixed to the both-sides side of 
a member 5, it performs and enables it to perform only this small loudspeaker 36 with sufficient volume Since these 
small loudspeakers 36 are projected and formed in right and left like illustration, they are obstructive at the time of hold. 
Then, as shelf 5a of the dashed line illustration which holds a small loudspeaker is formed in the rear face of the 
both-sides side Itabe material 5, the whole equipment is moved after laying each small loudspeaker in each shelf 5a, and 
it holds in a warehouse etc., it is made to lessen occupancy area. 
[0014] 

In the above composition, desired music can be flexibly performed in the block plugging chart of the audio equipment 
shown in drawing 3 by connecting with each keyboards 31 and 32, a sequencer 33, a cassette deck 34, and the cd player 
35 to a mixer 30 in the hall loudspeaker circuit 37. 
[0015] 

And since wiring codes can be prevented from exposing many devices outside as shown in drawing 3 even when it wires, 
in the wedding reception venue of the marriage ceremony for which a good impression is especially needed, the effect it 
is ineffective to likable equipment is expectable. 
[0016] 

[Effect of the Device] 

As explained above, according to this design, a base can be offered every [ which is excellent in the fine sight on 
appearance, and makes additional connection of the audio equipment further, and can perform expansive use ] portable 
type for performance equipments. Moreover, a base can be offered every [ which can carry with a player's chair when 
moving to a warehouse etc. after a performance, and enables the receipt of a small loudspeaker inside, and does not 
take the occupancy area at the time of receipt too much ] portable type for performance equipments.
